Mr- G reeley’s Notion of R eligión . 
[From an Address delivered by t tc R ev. E. TV. 
M uudy.j 


His thought about tho ceremonialism of re­ 
ligion is wetl illustrated by his comments on 
the publications of tho American Tract soci­ 
ety. 
There was au advertisement published 
offering 850 for “ the best tract on the impro­ 
priety of dancing by members of churches,” 
the tract to be published by tho American 
Tract society. 
Mr. G reeley printed it aud 
commented as follows: 


“Ti* notice copied above suggests to us 
some oilier subjects on which we think tracts 
are needed—subjects which are beginning to 
attract the thoughts of not a few, and which 
are, like dancing, of practical moment—wo 
would suggest premiums to be offered as fol­ 
lows: Twenty dollars for the best tract on the 
rightfnlness and consistency of a Christian 
spending 85,000 to S10,0b0 a year on the ap­ 
petites of himself and family when there are a 
thousand families within a mile of him who 
arc compelled to live on less than $200 a year. 
Ten dollars for the best tract on the rightful­ 
ness and Christ iauity of a Christian building 
a residence for himself and family at a cost of 
$50,000 or $100,000, Within sight of a hun­ 
dred families living in hovel» worth less than 
a hundred dollars. 
Five dollars for the best 
tract on the Christianity of building churches 
which cost $100,000 each, iu which poor sin­ 
ners can only worship on sufferance and iu 
the most out-of-the-way corners. 
We would 
not intimate that theso topics are so impor­ 
tant as that of dancing—far from it. 
The 
sums we suggest will shield us from that im­ 
putation. 
Yet we think that these subjects, 
may also be discussed with profit, and that 
there may be no pecuniary hindrance, we will 
pay the premiums if the American Tract so­ 
ciety will publish the tracts.”

■uch vital importance as the compounding of 
a prescription for a sick person is something 
so utterly inexcusable that no one wonders at 
ths cry of indignation and denunciation which 
arises if the consequences prove serious, or 
still more lamentable, fatal. 
The druggist, 
when called upon to exercise his functions in 
the above-mentioned respect, has in the fullest 
sense the lives of men in hie hands, aud the 
trust thus received should be hedged about 
witb every safeguard. 
Wc have read, often, 
perhaps, of such fatal blunders in other cities, 
notably in New York, till it resulted in a law 
compelling 
all drug 
clerks 
to pass 
a 
searching 
examination 
beforo 
being 
permitted to assume the great responsibility 
of compounding prescriptions. 
The law has 
had a good effect in New York city. 
We be­ 
lieve it does not extend any further, but the 
occurrences reported Iu our local columns in 
dicale that it might with greater security to 
life be put in force throughout the state, or at 
least in this section. 
These cases at home 
bring to mind the unpleasant suggestion that 
there is too much looseness in this prescrip 
tion business, aud it does not add to the com­ 
fort of the thought that the druggist alluded to 
probably knew better, making the mistake 
thro’ gross carelessness. Undoubtedly the man 
who mixed the fatal prescription will feel the 
pangs of sorrow for many a day, and we would 
say naught to add to his mental suffering over 
the event, but when men who are called on 
every day to act in so important a capacity 
make such fatal mistakes through carelessness, 
thus imperilling many human 
livo3, 
why 
should the voice of public reprehension be 
hushed ?

While waiting for the report of 
the committee on resolutions speeches were 
made by Andrew Hoslie, J. B. Grinnell and 
others. 
An effort to ascertain the political 
complexion of the convention as to whotner 
the delegates were formerly Democrats or Re­ 
publicans was defeated. 
The first ballot for Governor, which was 
made formal, resulted in the nomination of 
Andrew Hostie of WarroD. 
Frederick O'Don­ 
nell of Dubuque was nominated for Lieutenant 
Governor by acclamatiou. 
The balance of 
the ticket is as follows: Supreme Judge, B. 
J. Hall of Des Moines Co., by acclam ation; 
Supt. of Public Instruction, Professor D. w . 
Prindle of Hamilton. 
The committee ou resolutions then reported 
tho following platform, which was adopted 
uuauimously without debate: 
W hereas, Political parties are formed to 
meet public emergencies and when they have 
discharged tho duty which called them into 
beiug they may become the means of abuses 
as gross as those they wero organized to re­ 
form; now, 
W hereas, Both political parties havo dis­ 
charged the obligations assumed at their or­ 
ganization and being no longer potent as in 
struuients of reform of the abuses which have 
grown up in them, therefore we deem it incon­ 
sistent to attempt to accomplish a political re­ 
form by acting with and in such organizations; 
thei efore 
Resolved, That we declare as a basis of our 
future political actiou that all corporations are 
subject to 
legislative control; that those 
created by Congress should be restricted and 
controlled by Congress, aud that those under 
State laws should be subject to the control 
respectively of the Staies creating tuem; that 
such legislative control should be au express 
abrogation of the theory of the iualienublo 
nature of their chartered rights and that it 
should be at all times so used as to prevent 
moneyed corporations from becoming engines 
of oppression. 
Resolved, That the property of all corpora­ 
tions should be assessed by the same officers 
and taxed at the same rate as the property of 
individuals. 
Resolved, That the Legislature of Iowa 
should by bw tlx the maximum rates of freight 
to be charged by the railroads of the State, 
leaving them free to compete below rates. 
Resolved, That wefavorsuch a modification 
of our banting system as will extend its ben­ 
efit to the whole people, thus destroying ait 
monopolies now enjoyed by a favored few. 
Resolved, That we demand a general re­ 
vision of tho present tariff law that shall give 
us free salt, iron, lumber and cotton and 
woolen fabrics aud reduce the whole system 
to a revenue basis only. 
Resolved, That we will not knowingly nom- 
inatd any bad men to office, nor give place to 
persistent seekers therefor, but will freely

the passage of a law fixing a lower and more 
reasonable compensation for public officers, 
believing that until the public debt is paid 
and the public burdou lightened the salaries 
of our public servants should be more in pro­ 
portion to the rewards of labor in private 
life. 
Resolved, That we are opposed to all future 
grants of land to railroad or other corporations 
and believe that the public doinaiu should be 
held sacred to actnal settlers and wo are iu 
favor of a law by which each honorably dis­ 
charged soldier or his heirs may use such dis­ 
charge in auy government laud office in full 
payment for a quarter section of unappropri­ 
ated public land. 
The convention was concluded with a speech 
by Johu P. Irish, Chairman of tho Democratic 
State Committee, who prououuced unequivoc­ 
ally in favor of the movement and said that 
the last year had shown him that the Demo­ 
cratic party had outlived its day and useful­ 
ness.

Mr. Eitingc gave bim Hic medi­ 
cine, whereupon Holmes went home and gave 
the proscribed dose of one teaspoonful to the 
child. 
As the infant strangled somewhat, 
and acted differently from what it should ac­ 
cording to the statement of the physician, 
Holmes took some of tho medicine mid the 
prescription to C. J. Masten’s store on Wall 
street, when Mr. Masted immediately discov- 
©red that a serious mistake had been made; 
that Mr. Eltingo had put up spirits of camphor 
instead of “aqua camphor," as prescribed. 
About one o'clock at night the child died from 
convulsions, which occurred immediately after 
the dose had been given, aud continued until 
death. 
There eau be no doubt tint that the 
death w as caused by tile spirits of camphor, 
which is a deadly poison for a child ten 
months old, tho ago of deceased.

ined the prescription of Dr. Loughran, which 
had not been retained by Eltingo, according 
to tho custom of druggists, but which was 
left at Mr. Maeten’s, and found it written 
plainly throughout. 
Mr. Eltinge has studied 
somo three years in the office of a homeopathic 
physician in this city, ani IL is really aston­ 
ishing such a mistake should lie made. 
We And this it not the first mistake made 
by druggists in the upper part of the city.

short time ago a prescription was filled at a 
drug store in Hic upper part of Wall street, 
that came very near causing the death of a 
gentleman. 
The prescription was corrosive 
sublimate four grains, unci pulverized opium 
eight grains; thirty-two pills. 
Tile clerk iii 
the store made up the prescription by putting 
in each pill the full amount of corrosive subli­ 
mate prescribed for the thirty-two pills.

course there was enough poison In each pill to 
have killed several men. but as it happened 
tho doctor had ordered the dose to be taken 
before eating, and when the medicine came 
the gentleman, having Just eaten his supper, 
thought he would wait until the next morning 
and take it before breakfast.

the physician again called, and discovering 
the mistake took away the medicine.

man life by allowing Ignorant clerks lo fill out 
prescriptions?

B lu n d e r . 
Tho people uptown are considerably agita­ 
ted over the death of the little son of V illlam 
Holmes, who resides ou Bridge street. This 
child had been unwell for several days from 
cholera infantum, and Dr. Robert Lougbran 
had been attending it. On Tuesday evening 
he called and found tho acute symptoms had 
disappeared, but there being great restless­ 
ness and want of sleep the doctor made the 
following prescription In order to procure 
sleep: 
Flald extract Belladona, drops 10. 
Aqua Camp. 
4 dram1?. 
“ 
Distill. 
ÜOZ. 
and gave it to Mr. H., who look It to the drug 
store of Eltlnge <fc Perrine, corner of Hurley 
avenue and Bridge street, to have it com­ 
pounded. 
Mr. Eltinge gave him the medi­ 
cine, whereupon Holmes went homo and gave 
the proscribed dose of one teaspoouful to the 
child. 
As the infant strangled «omewhat, 
and acted differently from what It should ac­ 
cording to the statomeut of tho physician, 
Holmes took some of the medicine ntid the 
prescription to C. J. Masten’s store on Wall 
street, when Mr. Masten immediately discov­ 
ered that a serious mistake had been made; 
that Mr. Eltinge had put up spirits of camphor 
instead of “aqua camphor," as prescribed. 
About one o'clock at night the child died from 
convulsions, which occurred immediately after 
the dose had been given, aud continued until 
death. There cau be no doubt but that the 
death was caused by tho spirits of camphor, 
which is a deadly poison for a child ton 
months old, tho ago of deceased. 
We exam­ 
ined the prescription of Dr. Lougbran, which 
had not been retained by Eltinge, according 
to tho custom of druggists, but which was 
left at Mr. Maeten’s, and found it written 
plainly throughout. 
Mr. Eltinge has studied 
some three years in the office of a homeopathic 
physician in this city, and iL is really aston­ 
ishing such a mistake should be made. 
We find this is not the first mistake made 
by druggists iu the upper part of the city. A 
short time ago a prescription was filled at a 
drug store in the upper part of Wall street, 
that came very near causing the death of a 
gentleman. The prescription was corrosive 
sublimate four grains, and pulverized opium 
eight grains; thirty-two pills. The clerk in 
the store made up the prescription by putting 
in each pill the full amount of corrosive subli­ 
mate prescribed for the thirty-two pills. Of 
course there was enough poison in each pill to 
have killed several men, but as it happened 
the doctor had ordered the dose to be taken 
before eating, and when the medicine came 
the gentleman, having just eaten his supper, 
thought he would wait until tho next morning 
and take it before breakfast. 
In the evening 
the physician agaiu called, and discovering 
the mistake took away tho medicine. What 
can we say of men who will tamper with hu­ 
man life by allowing ignorant clerks to fill out 
prescriptions? Words of condemnation can­ 
not be too strong. 


A S u c c e ssfu l L a u n c h . 
some months since the firm of Michael Reiss 
A Bros., who are engaged in the ico business, 
having a storebou30 at South Rondout, pur­ 
chased the ferry-boat Cayuga in New York 
and had bor brought to William Gokey’s ship­ 
yard in this city to be converted into an ice 
barge. 
Tho vessel was taken out on the ways 
at Mr. Gokey’syard, where the necessary al­ 
terations were made, and uow, to all intents, 
she is a new vessel. Her tonnage is 352 tons, 
Custom House measurement, and every beam 
and plank in her “from scupper hole to sky- 
sail pole" is ao sound as a pump-bolt. 
She is 
provided with two immeuse ico rooms, and 
fitted out with all tbc mechanical contrivances 
necessary to make her as handy as a pocket 
in a foretopman’s shirt. 
On the main deck, 
abaft the bouse, is' the cabiu, a Hue roomy 
apartment, neatly grained iu Imitation of oak. 
Abaft tho cabin, and opening into it, on tho 
starboard side, is the galley, fitted up with a 
range and all other conveniences for cookiug. 
Also abaft the cabin, with a communication 
into it, are two largo state-rooms, each having 
two berths, closets, lockers, Ac. 
Forward of 
the forward ice room, on the main deck, is a 
forecastle for the crew, with all the adjuncts 
for their comfort. On top of the house is a 
roomy pilot caboose, neatly grained, with new 
steering wheel, Ac., and abaft the caboose is 
a stateroom provided with two berths on a 
side. 
On Wednesday alteruoon the new t rail was 
launched, and for the occasion

From the sternmast flagstaff floated the Amer­ 
ican ensign, with a coach whip pennant above 
it as long as a man-of-war’s homeward bound 
pennant.

Auy 
vacancy lu the office of any such assistant superin­ 
tendent shall be filled, for the rem ainder of the

dent by him he shall at once report to the governor, 
in WTlting, thecansb of sm-h removal.

persons employed injthe care and management of

proposing 
■ t am endm ents to article four of lho constitu­ 
tion. 
Resolved, (if the assembly concur), That sections 
one, two, four, eight and nine of article four of tlie 
constitution be am ended «o as to read as follow s: 
S e c t io n l. The executive power shall be vested 
lu a governor who siin.il hold his office for three 
years; a licute.-.aut-govcrnor shall be chosen at the 
same time, and for tuo samo term . The governor 
aud lieutenant-governor elected n ex t preceding tlie 
tune w hen this section shall take effect, shall hold 
office during tne terra for w hich they w ere elected. 
5 2. No person ahall bo eligible to tho office of 
governor or lieutenant-governor, except a citizen of 
the United States, of the age not less than thirfv 
years, and who shall have been five years, n ext pre­ 
ceding fils election, a resident of this state. 
4 4. T he governor shall becom m anner-ln-chlef of 
the military and uaval forces of the state, lie shall 
have power to convene tiie legislature (or the sen- 
ant only) on extraordinary occasions. At extraor­ 
dinary striBions no subject siiaii be acted upon, ex­ 
cept such as tiie governor may recom mend Ior con­ 
sideration. Ue shall com m uuicate by message to 
Lhe legislature at every session the condition of tiie 
state, and recom mend such m atters to them as he 
shaii judge expedient, lie shall transact all neces­ 
sary business w ith the officers of governm ent, civil 
and ra llit: ry. 
lie shall expedite ail such measures 
as may be resolved upon by the legislature, and 
shall lake care th at the laws are faitiilully executed. 
Ue shall receive for his services an am m al salary of 
ten thousand dollars, and there shall be provided 
for his use a suitable and furnished executive resi­ 
dence. 
5 8. Tho lieutenant-governor shall receive for hia 
services an aunual salary of five thousand dollars, 
aud shall not receive or be entitled to any other 
com pensation, ice or perquisite, for any duty and 
service he may bo required to perform by the cou- 
Etitution or by law. 
> 9. Every bill which shall have passed the sen­ 
ate and assembly, shall, before it becomes a law, be 
prceented to the gov ern o r; if he approve, he eha.l 
sign i t ; but If uoi, he shall retu rn it with his objec­ 
tions 10 the house in which it shall have originated, 
which shall cuter the objections at large ou the 
Journal, and proceed to reconsider It. If, after 
such reconsideration, tw o-thirds ol the members 
elected 10 that house shall agree to pass ihe bill, it 
sUall be sent together with the objections lo the oih- 
er house, by which it shall likewise be reconsidered; 
and if approved by tw o-thirds of the membei select­ 
ed to that house, ii. shall become a law notw ith­ 
standing too uujectious of the governor. Iu all 
such case;1, the votes in both houses ahall be deter­ 
mined by yeas and nays, aud the nam es of the mem­ 
bers voting shall bo entered on the journal of each 
house respectively, 
if auy bill shai not be return­ 
ed by tho govern r within ten days (Sundays ex­ 
cepted) after it shall have been presented to him, 
the same shall bo a law iu like m anner as if he had 
signed it, uults3 the legislature bhall, bv their ad­ 
journm ent, prevent its return ; m which case it 
shall not become a law w ithout the approval of the 
governor. No bill shall become a law alter the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved by 
the governor within thirty days after such adjourn­ 
ment. if any biff presented to tho governor con­ 
tain several item s of appropriations of money, lie 
may object to one or more of such items, while ap­ 
proving of the other portion of the bill. In such 
ease, ho shall append to thu bill, at the time of sign­ 
ing it, a statem ent of the item s to which he objects; 
aud the appropriation so objected to ahall not take 
effect, it the legislature be in session, he shall 
transm it to the house iu which the biff originated a 
copy of such statem ent, aud the item s objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered, it, cn reconsid­ 
eration, one or more 0/ such item s be approved by 
tw o-thirds of the members elected to each house, 
the same shall be part of the lave, notw ithstanding 
the objections of tne governor. All tho provisions 
uf this section, lu relation to bills not approved bv 
the governor, shall apply iu cases iu which he shaii 
withhold his approval' from any item or item s con­ 
tained iu a biff appropriating money.
